Plant Can Do a Better Job 
BRISTOL

The 
complete 
Victory 
Garden 
should have a cold frame. There 
seems to be no end to its uses De­ 
signed principally for spring to 
hurry up the season, it makes a 
perfect seed bed fur summer seed­ 
lings, as well us a late planting of 
perennials. If you have used it for 
three seasons already this year, a 
fourth will come natural, lf you 
don’t have a cold frame, this is a 
good time to build one, 
Tke frosts of late fall bring to 
mind problems of harboring peren­ 
nial seedlings If you planted them 
in the garden, you will no doubt 
need some additional protection, 
and the ccid frame will provide it. 
The best all-around method is to p o t 
the plants, and set them into the 
soil of the frame. Such treatment 
assures them a few more weeks of 
growth, and will enable them to 
benefit from extra warmth in the 
spring and get an eaiiy start They 
will also be easily transplanted. 
A more timely use for the cold 


frame during the cold weather is for 
rooting winter flowering blubs. Hy­ 
acinths, early tulips, narcissi and 
daffodils are 
tile principal ones 
vs Inch need a dark, cool situation 
to encouiage early root formation. 
Bury them in the frame bed in the 
pots you expect to glow them in, 
and when roots have developed Buf­ 
fle ently bring them indoors fur the 
quick growth of the tops and blos­ 
soms. 
Two lovely perennials which arc 
difficult to grow without protection 
are the foxgloves with their stately 
spu es, and the canterbury bells. Al­ 
though they ure perfectly hardy s* 
far as cold weather is concerned, 
they are very susceptible to wet 
weather, and thawing and freezing. 
There is only one safe way to grow 
them in cold climates and that is 
by wintering them bi a cold frutne, 
where they will be safe from wet 
and the changes In temperature 
will be tempered by the glass of 
the 
frame. 
Transplant 
them 
to 
the frame in the fall about 2 inches 
apart each way.
